Into Minor 
Role—Russia 


MOSCOW, June 3. —(#)—Evgeni 
Zhukov, Izvestia correspondent at 
San Francisco, declared today 
that “in the opinion of a number 
of persons, the policy of media- 


‘\tion which was successfully car- 


ried out by Roosevelt has now 
changed to a policy of ‘drifting’ 
which in many casés-reduces the 
foreign policy of the United States 
to a subordinate role.” 


Zhukov also stated that one can 
already hear declarations that the 
United Nations security conference 
has been “practically useless.” 

He told readers of the govern- 
ment newspaper that there was 
some editorial insistence in the 
United States that Secretary of 
State Stettinius and his assistants 
should be replaced on grounds 
their foreign policy has failed. 


STETTINIUS’ POLICY 


Writing about Stettinius and his 
foreign policy, Zhukov said: 

“Some American journalists are 
particularly dissatisfied that the 
important role of the U.S. foreign 
policy—recently mentioned by 
Stettinius in a speech—is- not car- 
ried out in real life; the appear- 
ance of the United States in the 
role of mediator.” 

Commenting on the Syrian sit- 
uation, Zhukov said: 

“One should be aware of the 
realistic fact that at present Syria 
and Lebanon are. states which 
regretfully are still the objects of 
others—stronger powers who have 
big political, economical and mili- 
tary interests in the Middle East. 

“Therefore, the conflict between 
the two minor countries and 
France expands beyond the frames 
of its immediate relation. This 
only once again proves that local 
disputes easily become a conflict 
which concerns the Big Five.’ 


CRIMEA CRITICS 


He told Russian readers that the 
bitterest critics of the Crimean 
conference voting procedure are 
seeking to represent the situation 
in Syria and Lebanon as a spe- 
cial illustration of safeguarding 
the interests of minor nations. 


“The way to success along these | 


lines, some gentlemen. assert, is 
strengthening the authority of the 
general assembly and weakening 
the role of the Big Five.” 

Zhukov added that this was not 
the first attack on the unity of the 
great democratic powers.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 3.—() 
Russia checked the veto issue 
back to Moscow tonight and the 
Big Five reached agreement on 
some 14 out of 18 other problems 
of the United Nations conference, 

Decisions on some other ques- 
tions also were referred to the 
Soviet capital for review. 

The rest of the big five— 
China, France, Britain and the 
United States—are opposed to a 
Russian interpretation that the 
veto powers these great nations 
could use in a world security 
council should apply even to a 
discussion of disputes. That was 
what the Soviet delegation §re- 
ported to its home government. 

Delegates hoped the result 
would be a_ revision of Russian 
views. But it may meay more 
delay before the conference itself 
can tackle the veto issue, It was 
referred to Moscow once before 
and it took a week for the an- 
swer to come back. 

TREATY ENIGMA OPEN 

The Big Five delegation chiefs 
were reported to have agreed to- 
day mostly on relatively minor 
points, including a method of 
electing the man who will admin- 
ister the permanent United Na- 
tions organization. They’ll meet 
again at midday tomorrow to con- 
tinue their talks. 

Still-lacking was mutual under- 
standing on ‘such things as a 
French proposal to spell out in 
greater detail guarantees. that. the 
world organization will not sup- 
plant treaties aimed at holding 
Germany in check, and a trus- 
teeship problem centering around 
assurances of independence to de- 
pendent peoples. 


But on these and on the major 
veto issue there was more agree- | 
ment than disagreement and the) 
new decisions of the Big poise 
spelled greater speed for the co 
ference. 


U. S. SEEKS SPEED 


They were reported to have cov- 
ered enough ground to get some 
conference committees rolling to- 
morrow toward completion of | 
their tasks of drafting individual 
sections of the charter for the new 
United Nations League. Some 
committees had been stalled by 
lack of big-power understanding 
on various points. 

The American delegation was 
increasing the pressure to wind 
up the conference, which passed 
yesterday a date originally set 
tentatively for adjournment. 

On the veto issue, Russia is 
standing steadfastly for what she 
wants—just as the United States 
has held out against an Australian 
demand that nations pledge them- 
selves to promote full employment 
and against a Chinese-Russian pro- 
posal to include the goal of inde- 
pendence in a portion of the char- 
ter which would apply to colonial 
peoples. 

What Russia wants is a veto ap- 
plicable all down the line to ac- 
tion in the peace-enforcing securi- 
ty council on all except “proced- 
ural” matters—like the calling of 
meetings.

Nips Shift All Navy

ae lanese broadcast heard by United Press in San Francisco said 


that the new tactic was revealed for the first time by a cor- 
respondent of the Tokyo newspaper Mainichi Shimbun.

Adm. Halsey’s famed Third Fleet carrier planes hit Japan 
for the second time in 24 hours yesterday, striking airdromes 
on Kyushu from which Japanese suicide farces launch attacks 
against ships and troops of the Okinawa invasion forces. 

Six enemy planes which challenged the American attack- 
ers were shot down and three caught on 0 ground were 


destroyed, Adm. Nimitz announced 
Guam. 


Meanwhile, American forces on 
Okinawa, unleashing a sudden 
power offensive, cut off the 
Chinen peninsula of the island 
and drove to annihilate the Japa- 
nese garrison in that sector. 


The troops also were wheeling 
into the islafid’s southeast coastal 
plain, Nimitz’s communique said, 
and on the. western side of the 
front, Marine forces with flame- 
throwing tanks and heavy artil- 
lery frre were moving toward the 
Naha airfield. 

OKINAWA MOP.-UP 


As the Americans drove to mop 
up the Okinawa campaign, enemy 
broadcasts said the plight of the 


Japanese defenders on the island | 


was desperate. 


The entire left flank of the 
American line moved swiftly yes- 
terday, the communique said, 
with the 24th Corps “effectively 
cutting off and isolating” Chinen 
peninsula when the Seventh Di- 
vision, in an equally rapid ma- 
neuver, turned its center elements 
eastward: to drive almost two 
miles eastward. 

Halsey challenged the Japanese 
to send the remnants of their navy 
in a do-or-die “banzai” attack 
against his powerful Third Fleet 
operating against the enemy’s 
southernmost home island, 

Asked if he anticipated such an 
audaciolis gesture, “The Bull” said: 

“T wish the b.. s would, They 


might get their thumbs halfway | 


to their nose—but that’s all.” 
Halsey has returned to the Far 
Western Pacific with the greatest 
aggressive naval power ever 
grouped in enemy waters—or in 
waters which until a few months 
ago were considered the enemy’s. 


Halsey also, in effect, told the 
Japanese to come on with their 
“Kamikaze” suicide planes. He 
dismissed them as a “damned nui- 
sance rather than a menace.” 


HALSEY SCORNFUL 


Halsey is frankly contemptu- 
ous of the quality of Japanese air- 
men now being sent against VU. S. 
forces. 


“When I left,” Halsey said, “I 
thought they had their third team 
in. It looks now like they’re 
down to the fifth or sixth team.” 


Halsey termed the Japanese 
airforce “a malignant cancer,” 
which “is eating up the Japanese 
body.” 

His tribute to the enemy’s sub- 
marine crews was that they rap- 
idiy were fulfilling their obliga- 
tion by going to their ancestors. 

The  bushly-browed admiral, 
who took the Third Fleet on qne 
of the most dramatic forays of 
the war when it attacked Indo- 
China last fall, reiterated warn- 
ings that industrial Japan might 
seek a negotiated peace, but de- 
clared “the only peace we would 
accept is absolute, unadulterated, 
unconditional surrender.” 

Halsey scorned Premier Su- 
zuki’s recent claim that the bat- 
tle of Okinawa was the key to 
victory or defeat. 

“They've been saying’ that 
about every battle from the Solo- 
mon’s on up,” he said. 

In the first of two attacks on 
suicide plane bases Saturday, the 
American fliers smashed five key 
airdromes on Kyushu and pre- 
vented planned mass suicide at- 
tacks on U. S. Okinawa forces. 


Chinese 
Rout Japs 
At Liuchow 


British Capture 
Mountain Stronghold 
In Thailand Drive 


CHUNGKING, June 3.—(UP)— 
Three Chinese columns struck out 
poferfully for Liuchow on a 90- 
mile front today while Japanese 
armies blasted out of their long- 
held defenses, reeled back into the 
former U, S. air base city under 


fierce punishment from American 
planes. 

Gaining momentum in their late 
spring offensive, Chinese troops 
also battered into the outskirts of 
Szelo, 60 miles southwest of Nan- 
ning and only 22 miles from the 
Indo-China border, to broaden to 
almost 150 miles the breach in 
Japan’s overland lifeline to south- 
east Asia. 

More than 400 miles to the 
north, the new offensive on Pao- 
king carried the Chinese to within 
seven miles of that key Hunan 
province city despite a Japanese 
effort to turn their left flank, the 
Chinese war communique re- 
vealed. 

The main push on Liuchow 
came from the southwest via the 
rail artery from Nanning as the 
Chinese captured the stronghold 
of Chienkiang, 54 miles from their 
objective. Fighting raged for two 
days in the outskirts before Japa- 
nese rear guards wheeled and 
joined the retreat to Liuchow. 

On the west, a second Chinese 
column smashed down both sides 
of the Kweichow-Kwangsi railroad 
from Hwaiyuanchen to the en- 
virons of strategic Ishan and with- 
in 50 miles of Liuchow. On the 
northwest, the third Chinese force 
recaptured Tienho, also 50 miles 
from Liuchow and about 25 miles 
north of the middle column.

Bradley, Spaatz Alight Stressing 
Germany Is ‘Utterly Destroyed 


NEW YORK, June 3.—(/)—A 
group of American’ generals, 
headed by Gen. Omar N. Bradley 
and Gen. Carl A. Spaatz, arrived 


by air today from Paris and told a 
press conference they were agreed 
on this point: “Germany has been 
destroyed utterly and completely.” 
The words were those of pro- 
fessorial-looking Gen. Bradley, 
commander of the 12th Army 
group. He arrived about 1:30 
p. m. (Atlanta time) aboard a 
C-54 Air Transport Command 
plane. A half-hour earlier a Fly- 
ing Fortress had landed at La 
Guardia field with Gen. Spaatz, 
commander of the U. S. Strategic 
Air Forces in Europe. 
Accompanying Spaatz were Maj. 
Gen. Clarence R. Huebner, com- 
mander of the Fifth Army Corps, 
and Maj. Gen. Elwood R. Quesada, 
wh 


who headed the Ninth Tactical Air 
Command, 

Another plane brought Maj. 
Gen. Anthony C. McAuliffe, com- 
mander of the 103d Division, who 
uttered the now famous reply of 
“Nuts” to a German demand of 
surrender last December at Bas- 
togne. He was accompanied by 
Maj. Gen. Paul L. Williams, of 
the Troop Carrier Command. 


While Spaatz nodded agreement 
Bradley declared: “I can tell you 
that Germany has been destroyed 
utterly and completely.” 

Huebner said: “One thing we 
may not be able to understand is 
how thoroughly the German army 
was destroyed. There just isn't 
anything left.” 

When asked what their future 
plans would be each of the gen- 


erals echoed Bradley’s comment: 


“We go wherever we are sent.” 

“The magnificent efforts of our 
Allies and the tremendous force 
of manpower and industry were 
the decisive blow,” Spaatz said. 

Bradley disclosed that one of the 
toughest decisions he had to make 
was whether to pause after the 
St. Lo breakthrough for defense 
or to try to go through when the 
Germans counterattacked. 

“We waited 24 hours,” he said. 
“We took one division through. 
We risked a lot but we bottled up 
the Seventh German army.” 

Huebner termed the St. Lo 
battle “a terrific fight with huge 
air preparations.” He said Amer- 
ican mobility paid dividends 
against Germany. 

“That mobility went to work at 
St. Lo and never stopped until it 
got to the Siegfried line,” he 
added.

OLU.S. ‘First’ 


Trip Home Marred 
By Collisions in Fog 
Off Newfoundland 


NEW YORK, June 3.—(/)— 
More than 1,000 officers and men 
of the U. S. First Army—the first 
to land in Europe, the first to in- 
vade Germany, the first to cross 
the Rhine and the first to meet 
the Russians—today became the 


first to return home as a group. 

They were among 10,000 veter- 
ans of the European war who 
landed in New York’ harbor 
aboard three troopships and four 
Liberty ships. 

Whistles and sirens of harbor 
craft blared a noisy welcome to 
the 8,944 veterans. A WAC band 
on the welcoming “boat and the 
Navy transport band serenaded 
the ships with jive tunes, 

The Monticello, which carried 
the 1,453 First Army soldiers, bore 
a huge “A,” the group’s insignia, 
on its side. 

Lt. Robert Cahn, a First- Army 
public relations officer, said the 
emblem, 9 by 15 feet, was made 
Ger- 
many, by the 602d Engineer Cam- 
ouflage Battalion. 

The Monticello also carried 
3,339 American liberated prison- 
ers of war who were ‘“aken to 
Camp Kilmer, N. J., and 409 
wounded soldiers and sailors who 
were sent to Halloral General 
hospital. 


The other troopships were the 
Lejeune, with 2,424 liberated 
Americans, 377 rotational troops 
and 701 wounded; and the Santa 
Margarita, with 199 liberated 
prisoners, 


The John B. Hood, one of the 
Liberty ships, which brought 350 
American soldiers home, had a 
10-foot hole in its bow, souvenir 
of a collision off Grand Banks, 
Newfoundland, last Sunday. 

Joseph Sutton, chief officer of 
the Hood, said the vessel was one 
of 96 ships, traveling 150 feet 
apart, left helpless almost a week 
by dense fog. Two of the vessels 
struck icebergs, he said, causing 
the collision of 14 others.

Armed Nazi General Is Holding Out; 
Women Delight Denmark Garrison

GERMAN SUPREME HEAD- 
QUARTERS, SILKEBORG, Den- 
mark, June 2.—(Delayed)—(#)— 
Stiff-necked Col. Gen. Georg Linde- 
mann, highest German officer still 
protected by his own machineguns, 
said today the evacuation of the 
German garrison army from Den- 
mark “will be completed accord- 
ing to plan by June 15 and then I 
shall follow my men—into impris- 
onment.” 

“The future of Germany,” he 
said, “depends upon the Allied 
control commission. I have no 
message either for German troops 
or the civil population at this 
time.” 

Within the fantastic setting of 
an idyllic Danish lakeside resort 
ringed by barbed wire and mines 
with German tommygunners 
standing 24-hour watches at the 
single entrance and with pretty 
Wehrmacht telephone operators 
hanging out newly washed silk 
lingerie behind the pine tree- 
shaded barracks, the commander 
in chief of the largest existing en- 
emy force held his first press. in- 
terview, 

Asked to name as “a matter of 
historical interest” the reason 
Germany lost the second World 
War, Lindemann glared for a mo- 
ment then replied: “Allied § air 
superiority.” 

To a question as to whether in- 
terference in the German _ gen- 
eral staff by the Nazi party had 
contributed to Germany’s defeat, 
he compressed his thin lips’ and 
said: 


“IT am unable to discuss that. I 
have never been a member of any 
political party in my life.” 

He looked over a vase of lilacs 
on his desk at his chief of staff, 
Maj. Gen, Helmut Reinhardt, and 
his political adviser, Maj. Horst 
Mueller, a former professor of his- 
tory and jurisprudence at Frié- 
burg University and his inter- 
preter, Capt. Fritz Lembcke. 


“No German officer in this 
room was a member of the Nazi 
party,” he scowled. 

Lindemann was _ impeccably 
dressed in high black boots and a 
field gray uniform that fitted like 
a glove. Above his high collar 
decorated with red flashes and 
golden oak leaves his face was 
cherry colored as if by chronic ap- 
oplexy. 
cropped, leaving only a hint of 
silver in his hair despite his age 
of 61.

“By June 15 this evacuation will 
be completed according to plan,” 
he said, “leaving only a certain 
number of hospitalized troops and 
others engaged in mine removal 
or other tasks for the Allies. I 
shall not wait for this later cate- 
gory before going over the fron- 
tier myself.” 

Asked if there would be any 
ceremony attached to his becom- 
ing prisoner, such as giving up 
his sword, he said. 

“I do not have a sword.” 


Lindemann said he had no com- 

plaint about, how the Danish 
forces and 4,000 British troops 
had acted during the evacuation. 

“What difficulties there were 
were unimportant,” he said. 

He made no reference to public 
Danish demands for his listing 
as a “war criminal” to be tried 
for having ordered “terror execu- 
tions” of Patriots since he took 
command in Denmark last Feb- 
ruary.

Affairs Committee have set out to make themselves experts in global 
affairs in preparation for a postwar flood of legislation of world- 


wide significance. 

The committee, seeking a more 
influential voice in international 
affairs now dominated by the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations committee, 


divided itself into geographic sub- 
committees. Each is charged with 
making a comprehensive study of 
one section of the world.

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The End of the War With Japan 


Forces of war already have begun .o 
flow from the battlefields of Europe to 
the Far East. The distances are vast. It 
will take considerable time to transport 
these forces, assemble them at the strate- 
gic bases, and then co-ordinate them for 
the attack on the one remaining foe. 


When they are assembled and set in 
motion they will be as irresistible as were 
the forces with which Gen. Eisenhower 
crossed the Rhine, Field Marshal Alexan- 
der the Po, and the Russians the Oder. 
Japan is doomed. No one may say, but the 
end could come within the year. 


It was a common saying after the first 
World War that if the Allies had had the 
German generals they would have won in 
two years instead of four. 

Nothing has been more significant than 
the admission by the German generals that 


in this war the genius of Allied generals 
and their inventive skill in mastering prob- 
lems of invasion and of cutting up the 
German army, surprised and defeated 
them. 


Winston Churchill spoke in glowing 
words of another great quality which made 
the two western allies so potent a force. 
This was the ability of Gen. Eisenhower 
to weld the British and American staffs 
into a completely integrated instrument of 
war. Large commands could be, and were, 
switched from one command to another 
regardless of nationality. 


The myth of the infallibility of the Ger- 
man staff has been dissipated. It may be 
well for smaller nations in Europe to re- 
member that. Never in all history has the 
fighting power of a great military nation 
been so ground to bits and overwhelmed 
in complete defeat.

We Need That 
‘Big Three’ Meeting 


Netherlands Foreign Minister Eelco van Klef- 
fens has put more clearly: than anyone else 
i the problem at San Francisco. 

“It is not necessary,” he said, “to form an organization to 
protect the strohg from the weak. Under the veto arrangement, 
this organization will be unable to protect the weak from the 
strong. 

“There are two other kinds of disputes: those between little 
states and those between great states. This organization may 
settle disputes between small states, which in any case are easy 
to settle where gfeat powers do not line up behind the dis- 
putants. In disputes between great states, the Security Council 
willy be shackled by the veto power.” 

The heart of the organization being created at San Fran- 
cisco is the Security Council. On it sit the five powers: China, 
France, the United States, Russia and Great Britain. The first 
two are not great powers. China will need help for years to come. 
France can become a really great power only with the help of one 
or more of the great powers. Both were accepted in the Security 
Council because of tradition and because of the place each nation 
might hold in the futyre. 

Each will have, if the plan is not changed, the right to veto 
the use of force to maintain peace. ’ 


: While they talked, the French began to 
Levantine States occupy bases in Syria and Lebanon, to 
which nations independence has been pledged. 

Fighting went on until England bluntly warned France to 
withdraw her troops and cease firing. 

France obeyed. 

Had the Security Council been set up, France could have 
vetoed any use of power to prevent her use of force and the 
whole thing could have broken down. Fighting would have 
gone on. 

So the delegates try to tackle this frustration and somehow 
work out a better plan. 

The great powers will not, today or tomorrow, agree to any 
international organization which would have an authority supreme 


over their own, 

Stability The stability of the organization to be created will, 
therefore, be measured by the stability of the rela- 

tionship between the United States, Great Britain and Russia. 

They will have the military and naval power. They will have 

the political power. 

France has only a provisional government. There is, as yet, 
no determining what will be the final French government. 

China must settle the problem of her split with her Commu- 
nists. They, an agrarian, land-owning organization inspired by, 
but not of the same organization as, the Russian Communists, are 
about as powerful as the Central government. 

One of the delicate problems there will come when the United- 
States-equipped-and-trained Chinese troops are turned over to the 
Central government at the end of the war with Japan. 

To my way of thinking, there is nothing more stupidly wrong 
and evil than the current talk by some of our people that “some 
day we must fight Russia.” There is not a single reason why this 
should happen. There never has been a real clash between the 
two nations. There isn’t anywhere that our national aspirations 
conflict. There is no quarrel between us. No sane person wants 
to fight Russia. There is not a single reason why we should. 
There is no indication we will. 

If, when the war with Japan is done, troops trained and 
equipped by us, for war against the Japanese, are thrown by the 
Chinese government into conflict against those of the north, then 
— might or might not send in troops trained and equipped 

y her. 

Even so, there still would be no reason for us to be called 
into the fighting. We can, if relations continue good, reach an 
agreement concerning it long before this happens. 


Election There is great importance, therefore, in the announce- 

ment that the Big Three will meet, with President 
Harry S. Truman meeting with Marshal Joseph Stalin and Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill. 

It is not merely that the death of Mr. Roosevelt has brought 
another man into the picture which makes the meeting desirable. 
It is that frequent consultation is imperative if this Big Three 
relationship is to be maintained. 

It is not really a meeting of three leaders. It is, since they take 
with them their experts and their military staffs, really a meeting 
of governments. 

The meeting’ may take place shortly before the English election 
on July 5. There, Mr. Churchill is the issue, He will be attacked 
as a “Tory” and as a representative of special interests. 

He runs not nationally but only from his own district as one 
of 640 members to be elected. His problem is to secure the election 
of at least 321 Conservative party members. It will be a bitter 
fight. They like Mr. Churchill—but not his party. Since England 


*has not had an election in 10 years, the result will hinge on the 


young voters—millions of whom up to the age of 31 have never 
cast a vote in a national election.

Child Delinquency 
Problem Everywhere 


We in Atlanta have heard much, in the past 

few years, about the problems of juvenile delin- 

quency. The topic has, in the past few months, 

rather faded from public notice. I wonder whether this is 

because some intelligent program for its solution has begun, or 

whether it is simply that we have sort of “talked .it out” and 
grown tired of it as a matter for discusgion and conversation. 

There are many forces and organizations in Atlanta working, 
one way or another, to bring child delinquency to the irreducible 
minimum. I suppose, while human nature remains human, we 
shall always have some examples of youthful missteps. The best 
we can hope is that older people will learn better how to meet 
such individual cases and turn them back into the paths of good 
citizenship before they wander too far in the swamplands of 
criminality. 

Recently I saw a motion picture, in 166-mm. film, running for 
30 minutes, which dealt with juvenile delinquency and the means 
adopted to combat it in the cities of Scotland. The scene is laid 
in a Scotch city, but the system demonstrated could just as well 
have been true in any British city. It is representative of British 
practice generally. , 


: The conditions which result in child criminals 
Over crowding are forcefully shown. The overcrowded living 
quarters, the teeming slum areas with but narrow areaways to 
allow the entry of light, fresh air and sunshine, The thousands 
of children who have no playground but the street. The tempta- 
tions which come to these children when father is away in the 
army, mother engaged in war work all day, and, outside of school 
hours, they are left to provide their own excitements and occu- 
pations, 

The film only covers the general problem of boyhood. It 
makes no attempt to touch on the perhaps more tragic cases of 
the young, delinquent girls. Within its scope, however, it is as 
fine a documentary film as can be seen. 

It carries through the cases of three boys, two akout 13 years 
of age and one of 10, who are caught in the commission of a 
crime, burglary. The film then shows how the forces of law and 
order deal with them. 

All three go before the juvenile court. One is put under the 
guidance of a child clinic, where his physical and personality 
needs will be met and directed. Another is put on probation, and 
a probation officer of the court given the task of straightening 
him out. 

The third, the ringleader and a “repeater” in the court, coming 
from wretched home surroundings and already definitely anti- 


social, is sent to an “approved school.” 

: I do not know how such a system com- 
We Might Learn pares, in detail, with our set-up on the 
same problem in Atlanta. I know wé have a very fine juvenile 
court under Judge Watkins. 

Some of the unimportant detail in this picture may be strange 
to Atlanta eyes, but basically it presents exactly the same problem 
that is to be found in every large city. 

I have a feeling it would be a good thing if all, or as many as 
possible, of our officials who have contact with child delinquents 
saw this film. There might be some suggestions to be picked up 
well worth while. 

It is distributed by the British Information Services and may 
be seen, or borrowed for showing, by contacting Miss Pat Fraser, 
in charge of this départment at the British consulate, in the First 
National Bank building.

Referring again to the film, sponsors of the splendid Boys 
Clubs in various sections of Atlanta should be interested in the 
stress laid on such club activities in that portion of the picture 
which shows how best to combat juvenile delinquency. 

And there is one fine note. It is remarked that much of such 
healthful recreation is being provided, in Britain, by the churches.

Rankin Shouldn't 
Be Taken Seriously 


WASHINGTON.—After thinking the matter 

over, the house Veterans Committee, with only 

| two dissenting votes, has rescinded its earlier 

action in ordering a contempt citation against a newspaper 

reporter for his refusal to give the source of information testified 
to in hearings before the committee. 

_The committee’s action amounts to an open repudiation of its 
spitfire chairman, Rep. Rankin, of Mississippi, long known as 
— nay trouble-maker of the house, who instigated the contempt 
citation. 

_It never did make sense that the committee would do other- 
wise, as all our customs and traditions run contrary to the action 
pursued by Rankin. When the committee saw the blind alley 
—_ which it had been led, it hastened to revoke what had been 

one. 

Had the case been presented to the house for action, as it 
was supposed to be, it is doubtful that more than a corporal’s 
guard would have been found supporting Rankin. As it is, his 
fellow members of the committee rescinded the citation before 
it could be taken that far. 

Many or most of the states have laws on their statute books 
protecting newspapermen against actions of the kind. It long 
has been recognized that a newspaperman or an editor cannot be 
compelled to give sources of information made the basis of a 
legitimate news story on matters of public interest. 

To do so would be to cut off sources of information which 
often are for the public good. The principle is too long estab- 
lished to make # necessary to defend. Evidence of corruption 
and graft in government will more often be given by those in 
position to make an expose if they are protected by anonymity. 


Sometimes Abused and sometimes is, as every privilege of 


the kind is at times. But abuses are usually exposed, because 
false charges made under the cloak of anonymity will not stand 
the test of official investigation. 

The original house committee action may be attributed 
entirely to a feud of some years’ standing between Rep. Rankin 
and the New York newspaper PM, one of whose reporters was 
the victim of the citation. PM has been out to get Rankin, and 
Rankin out to get PM, for some time. They are continually 
calling each other names. 

Rankin is a bad actor with a bad record on many things, but 
except for allowing his personal pique to carry him too far in 
the contempt citation he is probably more right than wrong in 
his treatment of the PM reporter. The latter went before the 
veterans committee with what seemed to be a lot of half-baked 
charges about maladministration of the veterans bureau. When 
the committee sought to obtain the source of his information, he 
balked, as he had a right to do. 

Rather than try to put him in jail for his refusal to give names, 
the committee should have investigated to determine the truth 


or falsity of his charges.

Back in June of 1941 Rankin urged the house that the time 
was ripe for a negotiated peace between Germany and Great 
Britain, echoing the Nazi line that “Wall Street and a little 
group of our international Jewish brethren” were intent on 
plunging us into the war. 

Rep. Michael M. Edelstein, of New York, quickly took the 
floor to point out that Rankin was repeating precisely the 
Goebbels propaganda theme—then, walking out of the chamber 
in disgust, dropped dead of a heart attack. 

That is Rankin for you. Except for his squabbles and fisticuffs, 
little would have been heard of him perhaps if the Republicans 
had not picked him up as a rallying point for Democratic dissent- 
ers when they were trying to embarrass the late President 
Roosevelt. :

Army Needs 
30 Million 
Pair of Shoes 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—(#)— 
Undersecretary of War Patterson 
reported today the Army will 
need 30,986,000 pairs of shoes in 
1945, the heaviest demand of any 
war year. 


In a lengthy analysis of Army 
shoe requirements, Patterson said 
V-E Day brought no change in 
Army demands for leather and 
there is no prospect of a reduc: 
tion before the end of 1945. 

Just prior to the énd df the 
war against Germany, he said, the 
Army: was using up shoes faster 
than they could be made and now 
stocks are below the “safety mar- 
gin” of a 90 days’ sup pp: 

The 30,986,000 pa of shoes 
include 28, 152, 000 for the Army 
itself; 698,000 Army-style shoes 
for the Navy; 848,000 for the Phil- 
ippine army and 1,288,000 for the 
French army. In 1944, the Army 
shoe requirements totaled 29,716,- 
000 with about 5 per cent going 
to consumers other than the Army 
itself. 

Patterson explained the increas- 
ed demand by saying that supply 
pipelines to the Pacific are long- 
er and more shoes will be in 
transit, and that shoes wear ‘out 
faster in the Pacific than in any 
other area.

CHICAGO, June 3.—(#)—Fig- 
ures collected from New York and 
Georgia by the Council of State 
Governments indicated today only 
a small proportion of discharged 
veterans are seeking unemploy- 
ment*allowances. 

In New York only 4 per cent 
of approximately 200,000 servide- 
men discharged by the end of De- 
cember have filed for readjust- 
ment allowances. The average 
duration of allowances from Sep- 
tember 
about four weeks. 


About 1,500 of an estimated 40,- | 


000 Georgia veterans have drawn 
some readjustment allowance dur- 
ing the last seven months. Of 2,- 
409 applications filed, 25 were 
ruled ineligible because of insuf- 
ficient length of service, and 102 
applicants were disqualified for 
voluntarily quitting jobs, miscon- 
duct, or failure to accept suitable 
work. 

By the end of March checks to 
1,331 veterans classified as unem- 
ployed totaled $192,866 and pay- 
ments had been certified for 132 
self-employed veterans amounting 
to $27,316.

Joe was inducted in 1942. But it 


was OK. He ‘could get his job 
back after the war. 


He came out of the service in 
1945 with a disability discharge. 
Nothing seriously wrong that would 
prevent him from going back to 
the lathe in Bill Manning’s plant. 
So he went back. Joe’s old lathe 
was still there, but it was being 
operated by a man who had been 
working for Bill Manning long 
before Joe had started to work in 
1940. Instead of rollers for toys, 
small wooden parts for special 
gun mounts were being made. 

The boss of the woodworking 
section, following the terms of a 
memo of the Selective Service or- 
ganization, wanted to put Joe vack 
at his old spot, because the memo 
said all veterans who had perma- 
nent jobs before induction should 
be restored to those jobs regard- 
less of the seniority of other 
workers. But CIO and AFL of- 
ficials claim that would be es- 
tablishing a super-seniority sys:- 
tem. They contend Congress in- 
tended only that Joe should be 
given additional seniority for the 
time spent in service—not that 
non-veteran workers with equal 
or greater seniority should be 
forced out to make way for Joe. 

Therefore, if Manning insisted 
on putting Joe into that old job, 
the union might cause him plenty 
of trouble. If he didn’t Selective 
Service would get after him. 

And that is the argument that 
is going on with no answer today. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
organization got into the thing, 
but after months of private argu- 
ments and negotiations, no solu- 
tion came out of the mixture. 
Brig. Gen Frank Hines, as admin- 
istrator of the Retraining and Re- 
employment Administration, has 
tried to break this deadlock by 
naming a committee to try to 
dream up a practical plan. 

At a conference of the Ameri- 
can Management Association, it 
is reported, employers were ad- 
vised to set up veteran re-employ- 
ment policies generally acceptable 
to the unions; these policies also 
to include established exceptions 
—so if Selective Service pushes 
into any individual case and 
claims the veteran’s rights extend 
beyond these policies, then the ex-

possible, but don’t crook the arms. 
Return slowly to an upright posi- 
tion and repeat the same process 
to the left. Do this exercise 10 
times on each side, (20 times in 
all) when you get up in the morn- 
ing, and again before retiring.

One of the 
cosmetic lines has a new lipstick 
and nail lacquer in a shade called

One final word: In getting a 
suntan please don’t neglect to lu- 
bricate all exposed areas with a 
good sun tan oil.

ading the entire Japanese supply line from Singapore to Shanghai, a 


distance of nearly 3,000 miles. 

MacArthur gave the new total) 
for Japanese casualties in an- 
nouncing losses for the last week— 
6,500 enemy dead counted, 503 
prisoners taken ahd 225 Ameri- 
cans killed and 657 wounded. This 
meant that Japanese losses were 
in propertion nearly 8 to l. 

The ground forces on Luzon, 
driving toward the rich Cagayan 
river valley against the last big 
Japanese force on the island, are 
now four miles north of Santa Fe, 
MacArthur announced, after gain- 
ing another half mile. 


JAP CAVALRY 


Infantrymen in the advance 
captured large quantities of equip- 
ment, much of it for cavalry. As 
the result there was speculation 
whether the Japanese for the first 
time in the campaign intended to 
use their cavalry. 


On Mindanao, infantrymen are 
driving deep wedges into Japa- 
nese positions in the hills west of 
Davao, the capital, and are putting 
pressure in co-operation with guer- 
rillas on enemy remnants in the 
interior, 


Air forces co-operated with 
troops on both islands. Along the 
south coast of Mindanao they de- 
stroyed four barges, a motor 
launch and fuel dumps. 


A 275-ton attack was made on 
Formosa, where military installa- 
tions at Takao were hit. Many 
warehouses and other buildings 
were destroyed, and bomber crews 
saw smoke rising 5,000 feet, 
BOMBERS ACTIVE 

Other bombers attacked the Kor- 
hun area south of Takao, and 
fighters, sweeping the coasts, de- 
stroyea six locomotives and more 
than 100 freight cars and other ve- 
hicles. Night air patrols started 
fires at Mako, in the Pescadores 
islands, west of Formosa. 

Reconnaissance planes, now pa- 
trolling all the way from Singa- 
pore to Shanghai, sank or set afire 
two freighters and two patrol craft, 
damaged rail facilities in French 
Indo-China and set fire to enemy 
supply dumps at Canton. 

Australian and Netherlands 
forces are actively ' reducing the 
Japanese defenses in the central 
interior or Tarakan island, off Bor- 
neo, MacArthur announced.
